The Case Which Has Stirred Center 


Township Being Heard in the 


Circuit Court. 


SON IS A G A IN ST H IS FATHER 


Says he Believes Aged Man Insane 


and Then Gives Some Staining 


Testimony. 


With the court room 
filled with 
Center township people, and the reg­ 
ular jury hearing the evidence, the 
■case of Ulysses S. Kirkham against 
Perry Stiers for the appointment of 
a guardian was started in the circuit 
court this morning with Judge Sparks 
presiding. 
The case in itself looks like an or­ 
dinary guardianship suit, but behind 
it all is that trouble in Center town­ 
ship which 
has split the township 
wide open and on which tile future of 
the township schools depends. 
Mr. 
Stiers was a member of the advisory 
board of the township at the time the 
contract for the 
school 
building, 
which is now almost finished, was let. 
A few weeks ago sixty-one property 
owners of the township brought suit 
for an injunction to stop the erection 
of the building on the ground that 
Mr. Stiers was insane. The present 
guardianship suit was already pend­ 
ing. 
Judge Sparks granted a tem­ 
porary restraining order, then dis­ 
solved it and later granted a tempor­ 
ary injunction to stop the payment of 
any funds after further argument 
was heard. That order is still stand­ 
ing and its permanancy will probably 
depend largely on the outcome of the 
present suit. If Mr. Stiers is found 
to be insane attorneys think the or­ 
der will be made permanent, but if 
the aged man is found to be a person 
of sound mind many lawyers believe 
the injunction will be refused. 
Consequently there is much inter­ 
est in the case and the people in the 
court room watched every minute of 
the proceedings today with close in­ 
terest There are about 350 witnesses 
in the case and from all indications 
it will run well into next week. 
Watson, Titswortli & Green and D. 
W. McKee of Connersville are the 
attorneys for the plaintiff, and Doug­ 
las Morris and Wallace Morgan are 
the attorneys for Mr. Stiers. 
Probably the most interesting wit­ 
ness introduced up to three o’clock 
this afternoon was Will Stiers, a son 
of the defendant. 
Ile is a witness 
for the plaintiff and he made some 
startling statements about his father 
in court this afternoon. 
Ile said in his opinion his father 
was insane. 
He told of how ruffled 
the aged man was both before and 
after the meetings of the advisory 
board when the question was at white 
heat. 
He said his father was 69 
years old and 
that he 
suffered a 
stroke of paralysis in this city about 
two years ago. 
Since that time he 
believes his father has been a person 
of unsound mind. 
Will Stiers has not been on speak­ 
ing terms with his father since last 
May when they had an 
argument 
over the aged man’s horse and buggy. 
“He wanted to go to Raleigh and I 
was going to a 
neighbor’s house,” 
said the witness. “I told him to take 
t^c horse. Then he kept getting mad 
der and madder and said he guessed 
I couldn’t use it any more at all. I 
told him I guessed I would use it 
whenever I got ready. Then he said 
I wouldn’t even if he had to use a 
shot gun.” 
Mr. Stiers said that 
his father 
often called William 
Lord, former 
trustee of the township, and V. 0. 
Chance, at present a member of the 
advisory board, names 
after 
the 
meeting of the board. 
Samuel Cohee said that 
young 


Stiers had approached him and asked 
him to bring guardianship proceed­ 
ings against 
his 
father. 
Young 
Stiers said he remembered talking to 
Cohee about the matter, but did not 
know that he had asked him to file 
the suit. 
Several other • important 
points were brought out by the wit­ 
nesses today. 
There is much 
objecting on the 
part of the attorneys and for a while 
this afternoon they objected to a - 
most every question which was asked.

Mrs. Katie V. McAllister, through 
her attorneys, Megee 
& 
IvipLliger, 
this afternoon filed suit for 4>o00i» 
damages against Clyde Miller, Pleas­ 
ant A. Miller and the city of Rush­ 
ville. 
Mrs. McAlbster fell into the 
cellar at the Grand hotel on the night 
of September 13, and suffered in­ 
juries from which she says she has 
never recovered. 
The complaint al­ 
leges that while she was standing on 
the sidewalk talking to Mr. and Mrs. 
P. A. Miller, Clyde Miller came oui of 
the restaurant and opened the grating 
on the sidewalk and went down into 
th© cellar. 
She says she did not 
notice that the grating was open and 
fell into the cellar. On this account 
she says she has suffered a nervous 
shock and other injuries for which 
she asks $5000 damages. 


The stranger giving his name as 
John Warr of 
Wilmington, North 
Carolina, who is now confined to a 
bed at the county asylum as the re­ 
sult of injuries received last Satur­ 
day night in an unknown manner is 
gradually recovering his senses. As 
his senses return his memory is also 
becoming brighter and he tells a much 
different story of the manner in which 
he was injured. 
It is one which is 
given more credence than 
the first 
tales which he related. He is not ex­ 
actly sure about some points, but 
his physician, Dr. E. I. Wooden, is 
sure that the details of the affair will 
all return to him as he recovers. 
The young man is in a much hefter 
condition than he was when found 
along the railroad and it is almost 
certain that he will 
recover. 
The 
wounds on his head are healing as 
fast as could be expected and it will 
not be many days before he will be 
able to be up. 
He says now that he remembers 
distinctly the 
man with 
whom he 
came to this city and with whom he 
boarded a freight train here, but he 
cannot remember his name. It seems 
strange that he cannot remember the 
unknown man’s name when he says 
that he worked with him in the same 
restaurant in Indianapolis for sev­ 
eral weeks and that they both quit 
work at the same time. 
Young Warr says that they left 
Indianapolis at the same time, com­ 
ing here on a traction car. He says 
that he paid his friend’s fare to this 
city. In telling his story Warr says 
that when they passed Arlington on 
tho way to this city they noticed a 
freight train and decided to board it 
in Rushville to go 
farther 
east. 
They came here and he remembers of 
bonding a fiat car and that is ab he 
knew until he found himself in the 
county house. 
Warr says he is sure that he had a 
new revolver which he valued at $22, 
but the physicians who found him 
along the road did not find any re­ 
volver on his person. 
Ile also says 
that he had $25 in gold, but there was 
no money on him at the time he was 
found* It seems very evident that he 
is the victim of foul play at the hand 
of his would-be friend. 
The story that he fell from a mov­ 
ing train is not given much credence. 
The physicians, Hrs. Paxton and El­ 
liott of Glenwood who first attended 
him say that there was no dirt on 
his clothes and he looked as if he 
had been knocked down where he was 
found. 
His body was not bruised 
any place nor was his head bruised. 
His only injuries were several cuts 
on his head which looked like they 
had been inflicted by a sharp instru­ 
ment. The doctors and all who have 
heard his story are inclined to be­ 
lieve that Warr was robbed by his 
friend for the money and revolver 
which he carried.

Bishop Motile speaks of this section 
of this epistle from chapter xii on­ 
ward as “present duties in the power 
of eternal facts.” 
Some of the facts 
are the sin that is in man, the re­ 
demption that is in Christ Jesus for 
sinful 
man. the “no condemnation” 
and “ no separation” of chapter viii as 
a result of that great redemption and 
the farreaching, glorious prospect for 
the whole creation with Israel as a 
righteous center b riuging true riches 
to all nations. The effect of this upon 
the mind of the b eliever should b e 
such a rerfewal that henceforth he is 
done with this present evil age and 
done with himself and determined to 
live wholly in the perfect will of God, 
as a new creature in Christ, old things 
passed away, all things b ecome new 
(Rom. xii, 1. 2; II Cor. v, 17» . 
Even 
Christ pleas*-d not Himself, and in the 
epistles we are taught how we ought 
to walk and to please God and to let 
every one of us please his neighb or 
for his good to edification (xv, l-3>. 
Now. it seems to me that the great 
point in our lesson is that each one 
should for himself get right in this 
m atter and not misspend his time in 
seeking to get others right while he 
himself is all wrong. 
“Every one of 
us shall give account of himself to 
God” (verse 12). Therefore why judge 
our b rother in any matter, and espe­ 
cially in eating and drinking, since all 
b elievers must stand b efore the judg­ 
ment seat of God. or of Christ, for 
Christ is God? (Verse 10.» 
If we have 
received the Lord Jesus, then we are 
in Christ and are looked upon as hav­ 
ing died with Him and risen with 
Him, so that our judgm ent for sin is 
past on Calvary, and we have His as­ 
surance that our sins and iniquities 
He will rememb er no more. 
It is possib le as His redeemed ones 
to walk in the light under the shelter 
of His precious b lood and have con­ 
scious and unb roken fellowship with 
Him as we yield ourselves to Him 
moment b y moment to walk in the 
good works He has b eforehand pre­ 
pared for us and to live the life of ut­ 
ter self renunciation which He desires 
us to live to His glory, making it our 
amb itiou in all things to b e accept­ 
ab le to Him (Eph. ii, 10; 11 Cor. iv, 
10, 11; v. 9» . 
Although our Lord said 
to His disciples at the last Passover, 
*‘1 appoint unto you a kingdom, as 
My Father hath appointed unto Me. 
that ye may eat and drink a t My tab le 
in My kingdom and sit on thrones 
judging the twelve trib es of Israel" 
(Luke xxii, 29, 30), yet “the kingdom 
of God is not meat and drink, b ut 
righteousness and peace and joy in the 
Holy Ghost” (verse 17), aud the chief 
ob ject of our thoughts here should not 
b e w hat shall we eat and drink and 
wear, b ut how can we b est make mani­ 
fest and make known Ilis righteous- 


j ness, which lie offers freely to all. and 
| thus hasteu Ilis kingdom of peace on 


j earth. 
W e should think of every one 
on earth as “one for whom Christ 
1 died” (verse 15) and trust Him to use 
us to b ring as many as possib le to 
Him, that they might ob tain and en- 
* joy Ilis righteousness and peace and 
then b ring others to the same. 
When 
| the kingdom comes and a King shall 
! reign in righteousness, then on all the 
j earth the work of righteousness shall 
b e peace and the service of righteous- 
ness shall b e quietness and assurance 


i forever (Isa. xxxii, 1. 17). 
There can 
b e no peace to an individual or to a 
nation or to nations apart from right­ 
eousness, and there is no righteous- 
i ness worthy of the name except that 
which God has provided in Christ, the 
1 righteous oiie; b ut, b elieving in Him, we 
! are thus justified and have peace w ith 
j God and rejoice in hope of the glory 
of God. 
Through the comfort of the Scrip­ 
tures we w ait patiently for the hope, 
and the God of patience and comfort 
gives us the mind of Christ toward 
others, while the God of hope fills 
U3 with joy and peace in b elieving, 
m aking us to ab ound in hope through 
the power of the n oly Spirit, and the 
God of peace is with us and gives us 
peace always b y all means (Rom. v, 
1, 2; xv, 4, 5, 13, 33; II Thess. iii, 16). 
I f It is thus with us the minor m atters 
of eating and drinking will keep their 
right place and we will never b e found 
Insisting tha t we may eat this and 
drink that, no m atter what others may 
say; b ut, b eing filled w ith thoughts of 
H is kingdom and glory, we will live 
for the salvation and edification of oth­ 
ers rather than for our own gratifica­ 
tion. 
As b elievers our self life was 
crucified w ith Christ, and now we are 
to reckon that old life as dead and 
b urled and live a new life wholly unto 
God (Rom. vi, 6-11), not in anyw ay 
tolerating 
anything 
for which 
our 
hearts would condemn us (verses 22, 
23; I John Hi, 21). 
All that God works in us to wili

Prayer Meeting Topic For the W eek 
Begin ning Nov. 28, 1909. 
To pic.—Ho me m issio ns, “ The battle o f 
the slum .” —Luke x iv , 15 -23 . 
There is no more grave or serious 
missionary prob lem b efore the Chris­ 
tian church today than that of carry­ 
ing the gospel to the slum districts of 
our large cities. 
Wheu we face the 
prob lem of the foreigners segregated 
in our large cities, our industrial and 
agricultural centers, it seems to b e a 
great one, b ut it is as nothing com­ 
pared with the reformation aud re­ 
demption of those who have b ecome 
victims of the sins and allurements of 
the slums. The difficulties involved in 
successful Christian work in the slums 
are colossal and almost insurm ount­ 
ab le. 
Were it not that “all things are 
possib le with God” man would b e com­ 
pelled to give up in despair in the face 
of the gigantic difficulties presented. 
When we think of w hat needs to b e 
done and how little is b eing or can b e 
done the heart grows sick and we feel 
like exclaiming with Paul, “ Who is 
sufficient for these things?” 
Many of 
the victims of the vices of slum life 
do uot w ant to give it up, and w hat 
can b e done for those who desire to 
have nothing done for them ? 
Thou­ 
sands perhaps would like to b reak 
aw ay from their foul surroundings, b ut 
b ow can they? And if they did where 
would they go and w hat would they 
do? 
Would even the Christian church 
receive them into its memb ership and 
try to help them upw ard? Sad to say, 
there are possib ly few churches that 
would do so. 
Into w hat home would 
one stained with the life of the slums 
b e received even to do tb e most menial 
lab or? 
The gospel is b eing preached 
to many of them, especially in theaters 
on Sab b ath nights after the church 
services are over. 
Many profess conversion, and many 
are converted, b ut their future is full 
of darkness and almost despair. 
The 
men may meet w ith some help and en­ 
couragement, b ut the women have very 
small prospects of reclamation, and 
many of them, it m ust b e said, of 
dire necessity drift b ack into the old 
life of vice and sin. 
Houses of refuge 
for fa Hen women reclaim aud restore 
many, b ut few indeed in comparison to 
the numb ers involved, and even then 
the places made vacant are soon filled 
b y new victims. 
The duty of doing something rests 
upon Christianity and Christian work­ 
ers. 
I t is easy to criticise municipal 
governments for not keeping large 
cities free from saloons and gamb ling 
dens and other resorts of vice, b ut the 
prob lems b efore them are almost as 
great as those b efore the church. They 
m ight do more than they do perhaps 
and prob ab ly would if they received 
more encouragement from good citi- 


demnation. 
But w hat they can do 
they should do. for they not only rep­ 
resent the law, b ut also upon them 
rests the duty of enforcing the law-. 
By Christian people one or two things 
can and should b e doue. 
It has b eeu 
well said that “an ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure.” 
Could not 
Christain people save many from the 
slums? 
And, if so, ought they not to 
do so? Could not many b e saved from 
the slums if a little care and attention 
were paid to them b y the preferred 
followers of Christ? 
If a young man 
starts downward, who knows b ut that 
a little prompt attentiou might save 
him? 
But. instead of that, is not the 
tendency just the opposite? 
Do not 
slanderous tongues help him on? 
Do 
not his associates b egiu to pay less a t­ 
tention to Lira aud gradually w ith­ 
draw from association with him? Aud 
w hat is the result? 
To the slums he goes for companion­ 
ship, and his ruination soon b ecomes 
complete. 
The same is the history of 
thousands of women in the slums to­ 
day. 
They may b e naturally wild in 
disposition in their early young wom­ 
anhood. 
Through inexperience of life 
they may commit indiscretions and 
perhaps nothing more. 
Just at that 
moment their friends should hold the 
firmer to them. But do they? In most 
cases they do not. 
They are received 
with 
sarcastic 
smiles 
and 
titters. 
Skirts are raised when they pass b y 
lest their w earers b ecome contam inat­ 
ed. 
They must not b e in such a class 
in the Sab b ath school or certain others 
wiil leave it. 
Shunned and deserted 
just when they need a kind word or 
a saving hand clasp, they, too. pass out 
of sight and are soon found in the 
slums. 
To many religion Is b ut a 
farce, b ut nowhere does the farce ap­ 
pear to such an awful extent as In 
the average Christian’s attitude to­ 
w ard those who have fallen, toward 
those who are “down and out.” 
Yet 
many of these same people are tb e 
veriest hypocrites and b aser at heart 
than m any of the unfortunate w eak­ 
lings who have drifted to the slums. 
Another thing is ab solutely certain— 
Christian young people should not go 
slumming. 
Through slumming parties 
many have b een led into slum life. No 
pure minded young man or young 
woman should ever sock vice even 
just to look upon it. 
The very sight 
soils the purity of the heart and soul. 
“Avoid the very appearance of evil.” 
In Its ripentMl stage It is foul and 
loathing, b ut its veneer is not so. and 
many are allured to it through such 
visits. 
Nor should young people, and 
especially young women, think even 
of doing work in the slums. 
Men, 
and strong men at that, should b e se­ 
lected for such work, together with 
women of some age and firm will and 
character. 
And. last of all, let us 
pray for those who are lost. 
God can 
reclaim them. 
Let us ask Him to do 
so.

during the year 1,711 persons to care 
for the ibmatei. 
Compared with the 
preceding year, there is an increase of 
480 in the number of inmates en­ 
rolled^ 57S.6 in the daily average at­ 
tendance, 63.28 in the average number 
of employes, and a cost of $2.63 in the 
per capita ccst of maintenance.
